Chief Bartram Applies for Extradition 
Papers and Will Try to Get Back 
George Carson, Alias Robert Little— 
Detective Starts South. 


The Evanston police believe one of the three 
men arrested in the German Insurance Bank 
of Louisville is one of the thieves who stole 
$3,500 from the Citizens’ Bank of Evanston 
on Sept. 10. 

Chief of Police Bartram of Evanston tele- 
graphed to Springfield last night for requisi- 
tion papers, and Detective Keith left at mid-. 
night for Louisville by way of Springfield 
to bring the prisoner to Chicago. John C. 
Terhune, President of the Evanston bank, 
which was ro „ has positively identified 
Carson as the implicated in the Evans- 
ton robbery. ; 

Chicago detectives think the Loulsvilie 
prisoners are the gang that has been 
working the banks of various large cities 
recently. All three are considered well 
known crooks, and one of them, who gave the 
name of Robert Little, is said to be known to 
the police all over the country and has an in- 
ternational reputation as a bank sneak. He 
has been identified by Superintendent George 
Porteous of the International Bureau of 
Identification as George Carson, wanted now. 
in connection with the robbery of the Evans- 
ton bank. The two other prisoners, who gave 
their names as John Morgan and Harry Free- 
man, are better known to the Chicago police, 
Morgan as “ Australian Mack” alias “ Big 
Mack.“ and Freeman as Harry Diehn. Car- 
son was arrested recently and sentenced to 
Chester for implication in the robbery of the 
Springfield, III., postoffice. In New York he 
was arrested in 1878 in connection with the 
robbery of $200,000 bonds and securities from 
the office of Joseph H. Young, 49 Nassau 
street. Later he was taken into custody in 
New York City for connection with the rob- 
bery of the Middleton Bank of Connecticat. 
This institution was robbed in J uly, 1880, of 
$18,500 in currency and $56,000 in bonds.

Ten Employes ia

Many Complaints from Clerks. | 

Many complaints have been made by the 
clerks in the money order. registry, and 
city divisions, who have been working from 
twelve to sixteen hours each day for the last 
‘week. In the other divisions the mén have 
been working on a nihe-hour shift and few 
eomplaints have been received. 
The business done by the Postoffite dur- 
ing the last week is estimated by Night 
Superintendent _McGrew to be from 30 to 
85 per cent ‘heavier that it was one year 
ago. Nearly 200 substitutes have been called 
into requisition, and the clerical force of 
the office last week comprised almost 1,000 


men. 

The work in all the departments has been 
kept up to the usual standard, according 
to the officials, and the night superintendent 
asserts that every piece of mail received 
at the Postoffice last night will be ready 
for transmission on the first morning trains. 
The activity reached its maximum point yes- 
terday afternoon, and in the evening the 
clerks seemed to feel that the business had

Reom fer Substitutes. 
“The clerks in this department have no 
more cause for complaint than those in any 
other department in the Postoffice,” said 
Superintendent Marr, and not half so 
much as the employés of some of the great 
iness houses in this district. To our reg- 
ular force of eighty-nine men we have added 
thirty-six substitutes, all we could secure. 
There would be no facilities for more to 
work, as the office space is almost com- 
pletely filled withthe mail matter received 
daily.

The clerks in my section 
have been working twelve to fifteen hours, 
day and night, Sundays included, for two or, 
three weeks. They went to Superintendent 
Marr this morning and requested permission 
to go home, as they were unfit to work any 
more until they rested. The request was 
curtly refused, and they were ordered back 
to work on the day set. I refused to con- 
tinue work and went home. I was so worn 
out that I had to stop twice to rest on my 
way from the cars to my house. 

„A great pretense was made that I was 
refusing a public duty. Nothing of the sort. 
Myself and others would have done more 
work if we had been permitted to rest a while. 
Christmas is no novelty. It comes every 
year and can be provided for by the Post- 
office officials, if they choose, without requir- 
ing men to work eighty-four hours a week 
and paying them for only forty-eight hours.”

Could better commendation be 
spoken, or the Metropolitan English Grand 
Opera ask for a better testimonial as to its 
abilities? Coming, as the organization does, 
direct from that New York theater which is 

scene of operatic performances that for 
vocal brilliancy have no superior in the world, 
offering the same repertory the greater com- 
pany uses, appearing on the same stage here 
With the same scenic accessories as does its 
famed predecessor, comparison Ils almost un- 
avoidable, and the auditor who has attended

— the approval was well bestowed, tor 
the Metropolitan company gave a perform- 
ance of Ada which may at once be set

Home Savings Bank and Carry 
Away $250,000—Some Come Toe Late 
and Are Disappointed — Money Is

Strong to SpringSeld for State Meet. 


It is a merry Christmas for the public 
school teachers of the city. Ninety per cent 
of them received their pay yesterday and the 
checks of all are in the hands of the prin- 
cipals. . Secretary Larson handed out the 
last of the 6,000 shortly after noon. Within 
an hour after the distribution began there 
was a heavy demand on the Home Savings 
Bank and a quarter of a million dollars was 
paid out. Telephone messages poured in from 
the department stores to the bank asking if 
the checks were good.

There were a few disappointed teachers 
who came in after the checks had all been 
distributed, They had failed to meet their 
principals and were in a much distressed 
state of mind. Secretary Larson was obliged 

to send them away,

Says PHONOGRAPH WON SULU. 
captain 8. E. Smiley Declares It Over- 
_ awed the Sultan and Led to His 

Signing Treaty. _ 


According to Captain 8. E. Smiley of the 
Fifteenth United States Infantry, who passed 
through Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Washington, the phonograph played an im- 
portant part in the negotiations which pre- 
ceded the signing of a treaty between this 
country and the Sultan of the Sulu Archi- 


Captain Smiley accompanied General Bates 
on the ean the islands under the jurisdic- 
tion of the tan. 

“When we made the trip,” said Captain 
Smiley. It happened that we had a phono- 
graph along. When we reached the home of 
the Sultan we invited him to come aboard. 
He accepted the invitation and after every- 
body was on deck General Bates stated the 
object ot the conference and formal negotia- 
tions were begun. We succeeded in making 
the Sultan understand our mission in a meas- 
ure, but he seemed suspigious and acted as if 
he wanted us to do some to convince him 
of our power. : 

After the treaty had been drafted we tried 
all kinds of schemes to get the Sultan to sign 
it. Finally, somebody thought of the phono- 
graph and it was brought on deck. In a 
moment all thought of diplomatic matters 
‘were forgotten, while the strains of rag time 
dities rolled out. The music caused a panic 
among the Sultan’s party, who threw them- 
selves on the deck and prayed loudly. The 
Sultan made a careful examination of the 


instrument. Finally, he was allowed to tal 


into it in his native tongue and his surprise 
was even more pronounced when a moment 
later the words he had spoken were repeated. 
He signed the treaty before we left and we 
had no end of amusement later exhibiting the 
machine with the Sultan's speech to the dif- 
ferent Governors. They recognized his voice 


in an instant.“ 


PNEUMONIA RAISES DEATH RATE 


Week’s Total for Chicago 480, Against 
456 for Corresponding Period . 
of Last Year. 


Pneumonia raised the death rate last week 
above that of the corresponding week of 
last year and above the week previous. The 
deaths for the week, as reported to the 
Health department, were 480, those of the 
corresponding week of last year 456, and 
of the week previous were 445. The increase 
was almost entirely due to pneumonia, which 
was the cause of ninety-seven deaths, twen- 
ty-two more than during the week before 
and nineteen more than the same week of 
last year. Diseases of the lungs are un- 
usally prevalent this year owing to the 
unusual weather of the last few weeks. 

The high death rate among the aged noted 
during the last two or three months is again 
shown in the totals of last week. Of the 
480 deaths, 105 were of people * the 
age of 60.

FULL FLOW THROUGH CANAL. 


A month ago 


‘Water Moving at ‘at the R Rate of 300, 000 


Cubic Feet a Minute to Meet Le- 
- gal and Heal th Needs. 


The flow of water through the Chicago 
River and the drainage canal was increased 


from 250.000 to 300,000 cubic feet.a minute 


yesterday. For the first time the full legal 
flow was turned on, at the order of President 
Jones, and within a few moments the cur- 
rent in the river had increased until the 
water ran four miles an hour at the narrow 
points along the channel. Vesselmen assert 
that this speed will be disastrous to shipping 
and eontend that, had navigation not closed 
some time ago for the winter, much trauble 
would have been caused to marine interests. 
As it was, complaint was made by Armour 
& Co. that the increased flow had lowered 
the water in the South Branch so that the 
company had been forced to close down Its 
giue plant. No complaints of danger to 
property were received, though they were 
expected. 

Fresident Jones asserts that the full flow 


will continue unless the War department 


interferes or threatening danger to property 
or shipping demands the ‘lowering of the 
bear-trap dam and the reduction of the flow. 
He contends that the increased quantity of 
water will aid in bettering health conditions 
in Chicago. 

“The law requires,” said he, that a flow 
ot 300,000 cubic feet a minute shal! be main- 
tained. Consequently, the board has no 
choice in the matter and this flow will con- 
tinue indefinitely. Had navigation not been 
closed we doubtless would have received 

many complaints. The increased flow will 
continue next spring, however, unless it is 
shown that shipping interests will meet dis- 
aster if the volume of water is not lessened. 
The Citizens’ committee now investigating 
the question of river improvement will now be 
enabled to see just what changes should be 
made in the law to aid the city’s commerce. 


„The increased flow will ald Chicago's wa- 


ter supply and consequently the city’s health. 
Typhoid fever has been traced to the water, 
and we believe this danger will be removed 
by the sewage being more diluted and sub- 
jected to greater aeration. The people down 
the State will not allow us to decrease the 
flow, I believe, now that the volume demand- 


ed by statute has been turned on.”’

RABBI MAY NOT 


Statement That Dr. Schulmann For- 
bids Jews Celebrating Christmas 
Taken as Misleading.

Chicago, Dec. 24,—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Today’s issue of THE TRIBUN®B, in the 
course of the New York correspondence, con- 
tains an extract from a sermon of the Rev. 
Dr. S. Schulmann, with the marginal note: 
„ Rabbi forbids Jews to celebrate Christ- 
mas. Will you permit me to call attention 
to the fact that your marginal note is likely 
to prove misleading? It is true that Dr. 
Schulmann is reported as saying inter alia, 
“He [the Jew] must not celebrate Christ- 
mas, and I have no reason to doubt the 
accuracy of the quotation. But the speaker 
clearly intended only to express his opinion 
that Jews ought not to celebrate the day. 
You remember the language of Portia: 
“ Then must the Jew bemerciful.” To which 
Shylock responds: On what compulsion 
must 17 Tell me that.“ One of Shakspeare’s 
commentators remarks on this answer, 
„Must, as used by Portia in the preceding 


line refers only to what is becoming, what 


might be expected. Shylock adopts her 
words, but in a more absolute sense—that of 
compulsion,” just as you have do in the 
present instance. No rabbi 3 as 
such, any power to forbid any Jew to do as 
he wishes, nor can he, in any. case, admin- 
ister ecclesiastical discipline. His office 
by mo means corresponds to that of the 
Catholic priest or Archbishop, who may when 
occasion arises, deny to a contumacious mem- 
ber of his faith the privileges accorded to 
those in good standing.

LONDON LEARNING TO RUSH. 

London’s new tuppenny tube or under- 
ground electric railway is giving the 
staid and phiegmatic Englishman a 
taste of American high pressure life, 
and he is inclined’ to grumble and 
resent it. The London papers contain 
numerous protests from old-fashioned, slow- 
going, leisurely passengers who have been 
accustomed to finish a paragraph in the 
morning paper before alighting from the 
ear, and who complain that they are now 
ordered by the guards to “ step lively,” and 
are bundled out without dignity or cere- 
mony. As the cars must run every two and, 
a half minutes in the busy hours, there is 
no time for long stops, and the passengers 
are compelled to move with a degree of 
briskness which, though it would seem 
leisurely to a Chicagoan, fairly makes the 
Londoner’s head swim.

In 
Chicago he would see otherwise respecta-

THE BED OF THE OCEAN. 
The surveys made in the Pacific Ocean 
by government officers for the purpose of 


to connect the United States with the Philip- 
pine Islands have revealed some extraordi- 
nary facts concerning the bed of that ocean. 


there is an almost level plain.of mud, about 
16,200 feet deep, extending from Honolulu 
to the Midway Islands, and another from 
these islands to Guam, 19,200 feet deep, 
these vast mud plains being cut up with 
reefs and mountain ranges. Between Guam 
and Yokohama was found a great mountain 
range, one peak of which rises to within 500 
feet of the surface, and almost exactly re- 
sembles the well known Japanese volcano, 
Fugiyama. At some future time in one of 
nature’s great convulsions this submarine 
monster may be lifted above the surface. 
North of this range the ocean bed slopes 
gradually eastward to what is known as the 
Japanese Deep, which has always been re- 
garded as the lowest known ocean depth. 


found a depth which breaks the Japanese 
record. Last year, on the first voyage, they 
found an abyss on the route from the Mid- 
way Islands to Guam which they sounded 
to the depth of 29,478 feet without reaching 
bottom, there being no more wire left on 
the reel. This year they visited the abyss 
again and found thé bottom at the enormous 
depth of 31,614 feet, or six miles, lacking 
only sixty-six feet. This, the lowest sub- 
marine depth ever discovered, has been 
christened the Nero Deep, after the name of 
the surveying vessel. :

An association of public spirited citizens 
has been formed in the City of Salem, Mass., 
with the object of reforming municipal pol- 
itics and securing public improvements, 
which has many good points to commend it. 
It is called the “ Municipal Record as- 
sociation.” Its plan of operations is simple, 
and in cities not wholly rotten should be 
quite effective. Ite object is to keep a 
record of the acts and votes of the Council | 
and various governing boards, and give the 
widest publicity to them before the mu- 
nicipal election. With this end in view, it 


batim reports of every meeting, and from 
these reports the record of each member is 
made up. The record is sent to each one of 
them for correction of any errors before it 
ie published, and when he has revised it it 
is then given to the public. No criticism is 
made of the member’s course and the report 
does not offer any suggestions. It is simply 
a plain statement of facts, showing how the 
member has voted and what he has done to 
expedite or retard necessary improvements. 

There is much in this plan to commend it 
for general use, and in many communities 
it would undoubtedly prove-a power for 
good and an effective promoter of beforiee. 
It is not clear, however, that in cities hav- 
ing a large, ignorant, and corruptible mass 
of voters controlled bf petty politicians the 
scheme would have more than a limited 
effect for good. The leaders are too shame 
less to care for an exposure of their records, 
and the voters whom they control are too 
vicious or ignorant to care. In many cities, 
however, such an unofficial association 
might have a great influence. N

O much has been writ- 
ten on the subject in 
oi these columns and 
elsewhere concerning 
the celebration of 
Christmas by royalty 
that I will content 
myself today by 
drawing attention to 
a feature of Queen 
Victoria’s Christmas, 
which I do not think 
lis generally known. 
It is the fact that the 
enormous baron 
beef which orna- 
ments the sideboard 
| in the dining-room at 
Osborne at dinner on Dec. 25 is not served 
hot but cold. It weighs no less than 200 
unds, is roasted on Dec. 22 in the great 
tchen at Windsor Castle, takes twenty- 
four hours to cool, and is then conveyed aléng 
with a number of other Christmas delicacies 
from Windsor to Osborne in a special van, 
which is not opened until it reaches Osborne. 
The baron of beef, although supplied by the 
Windsor butcher who happens to have the 
contract for supplying the castle with meat, 
must be from one of her Majesty’s own oxen, 
and the butcher has to bid for the animal 
until he gets it, the average price of the ox be- 
ing $200. 
Ot course this baron of beef is roasted in 
the ordinary way, before the flre over a 
dripping pan of colossal proportions. But 
since the days of the Prince Consort, who in- 
troduced the fashion, all the game served on 
the royal table is roasted by means of char- 
coal, which is supposed to give it a peculiarly 
excellent flavor. The charcoal used for the 
purpose is all specially burnt for her Maj- 
esty by one man particularly engaged for 
the purpose, and who only uses oak from 
‘the royal forest. Needless to add that neither 
the baron of beef nor yet the sirloin has 
any historical rights to its title, and that 
in spite of the butchers’ legend, according to 
which King Charles II. knighted the loin of 
beef and thus made it Sir Loin,"’ and not- 
withstanding the charming picture which Sir 
John Gilbert painted representing Queen 
Victoria performing a similar ceremony, 
these joints have never received any greater 
honor from the crown than being eaten by 


| the sovereign on Christmas day. The Christ- 


mas baron of beef is invariably served on an 
immense silver dish, which once belonged to 


King Henry VIII. 


Two hundred plum puddings of enormous 
size are turned out by the royal kitchen at 
Windsor, each Christmas pudding being made 
from an old recipe dating from King James 
I., to whom its composition is credited. 

The Queen invariably appears at dinner 
on Christmas day wearing a little bunch of 
holly and mistletoe, which sometimes is 
pinned to her dress by a brooch in which is 
set the celebrated Kohinoor diamond. 

I touching and curious practice, of which 
some of my readers may possibly have heard, 
is that all those retainers, from the highest 
to the lowest, whether still in service or al- 


part of the royal household during the life- 
time of the Prince Consort, receive each 
Christmas day a piece of silver plate, together 
with a large black-bordered card inscribed 
„With good wishes, from her Majesty and 
the Prince Consort.” The latter has been 
dead near two score years, but his widow 
loves to associate him still in her gifts to 
those who had the privilege of knowing him 
personally.

The only country in Europe where precau- 
tions such as these are adopted in the case 
of the monarch is in Russia. When the Czar 
travels by rail the entire route is lined on 
both sides by cordons of sentinels standing 
within hail of one another, who have orders 
to turn their backs to the imperial train as it 
rushes by and to shoot without any hesita- 
tion any stranger who approaches the track.

Dast- bound flour shipments from Chicago 
last week were larger than they have been 
fér a long time, aggregating nearly twice 
n many barrels as for the week previous. 
Grain shipments, however, were not so large. 
It had been expected that last week's ship- 
ments would be unusually large, owing to 
the orders issued by the trunk line Presidents 
that on and after Jan. 1 tariff rates must be 
maintained. The Lake Shore was away 
ahead in grain shipments,.and is a close sec- 
ond in flour shipments to the Wabash. The 
gurprising part-of the statement is that the 
two Pennsylvania lines—Fort Wayne and 
Pan Handle roads—carried the smallest 
amount of flour, grain, and provisions of 
any of the other roads. The opinion is that

Will Build to St. Paul. 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern rail- 
way will push its lines from Faribault to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, but definite ar- 
rangements for the construction of the ex- 
tension have not yet been made. The plan 
is to extend the line into Minneapolis and 
St. Paul to a favorable connection with the 
Great Northern, utilizing the fine terminals 
controlled by that road, both in St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. It is hinted that an agree- 
ment with President J. J. Hill to this effect 
has already been made. 

The fact that the Burlington, Cedar Rap- 
ids and Northern has been buying right of 
Way north of Faribault is taken as positive 
proof of its Intentions. 

Rulings on Theatrical Business. 

Chairman McLeod of the Western Passen- 
ger association has made two rulings on the 
rating of theatrical business. One relates 
to the lowest charge that may be made for | 
a theatrical company of twenty-three per- 
sons, with a baggage car, traveling between 
two points ten miles distant from each other. 
Mr: McLeod holds that the proper charge for 
such a party is tavo cents a mile for each pas- 
senger, and a minimum of $10 for the bag- 
gage, or an aggregate charge of $15 for the 
whole movement. e other ruling relates 
to baggage charges. The chairman hoids 
that each passenger in the company is en- 
titled to the transportation of 150 pounds of 
Dagegage free. If there are enough persons 
in the company to entitle it to a free baggage 
‘ear, however, as much baggage as the car 
will hold may be put into it without extra 
charge, the minimum number to which a free 
car may be granted being twenty-five.
